FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The growth of the missions of our church in the 
empire of Japan affords us a subject for sincere thanks- 
giving to God. A Mission Annual Conference has been 
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organized consisting of four foreign and two native 
ministers, and six native preachers. The present mem- 
bership of our church is 347, including probationers. 
TwoY. P. S. C. E. have been organized, and nearly five 
hundred children have been gathered into our Sunday- 
schools. Two secular schools, a night school at Yoko- 
hama and a high-grade college, are in successful opera- 
tion. 

The present value of property under ouj control in 
Japan is estimated at $25,000. But gratifying as this 
showing is to us as a Conference, we are satisfied that 
much more ought to be done in the way of enlisting sym- 
pathy and securing larger contributions for this impor- 
tant branch of our church work. We therefore, recom- 
mend, that a Children’s Day service, for the benefit of 
Foreign Missions be held on every charge in our district; 
that faithful efforts be made by every pastor to raise 
the full amount assessed for this work; that the Mis- 
sionary Bulletin be given a place in every home ; and 
that every pastor be required to preach at least one 
sermon during the year on the subject of Foreign Mis- 
sions. 

HOME MISSIONS. 

Equally gratifying is the growth and prospects of 
the work under the care of our Board of Home Mis- 
sions. 

Churches have been organized in Seattle, Washington; 
Marion, Indiana ; Corsicana, Texas ; and other growing 
cities, and are in a prosperous condition. 

There are still, however, many destitute fields iu onr 
home land, which should be occupied by our church. 
But the efforts of the Board are greatly circumscribed 
by the lack of funds. 

We therefore, recommend, that the mite boxes, fur- 
nished by Rev. Benj. Stout, Rockford, W. Va., be used, 
as far as practicable, for raising money for this in- 
terest ; that every pastor be required to preach a ser- 
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mon on the subject of Home Missions, during the year; 
that diligent efforts be made on every circuit to raise 
the full amount assessed, and that on Easter Day, ser- 
vice be held in our churches, and Sunday-schools for 
this interest. 

MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

The importance of this interest cannot be overesti- 
mated 

The demands of the present age require the most 
efficient men obtainable for our pulpits. While educa- 
tion will not supply our preachers with every qualifica- 
tion needed, it cannot be doubted that ; it will greatly 
increase their fitness for this great]work. 

We therefore, earnestly recommend that this interest 
be faithfully presented and explained by our pastors, 
and efforts be made at every appointment to raise the 
amount assessed for its support. 

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

We cordially recommend our official church organs, 
the Methodist Protestant , and the Methodist Recorder, 
and urge that our pastors do their utmost to extend 
the circulation of these papers, by soliciting subscribers 
for one or both in every family within the bounds of 
our District. 

Our Sunday-school publications deserve our hearti- 
est endorsement, and we earnestly urge our pastors and 
superintendents to see that the schools under their care 
use these and these only.

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BY-LAWS, GEORGIA DISTRICT. 

I. No layman shall sit as a member of the Animal 
Conference until regularly enrolled or until he has given 
satisfactory evidence of his election. Where alternates 
are elected, the certificates of the Quarterly Conference 
shall so express it. 

II. The lay delegates to the Annual Conference shall 
be elected by the constitutional voters in the circuits 
and stations in the following manner : 

1. It shall be the duty of the pastor to notify the 
churches, at his first appointment after the second Quar- 
terly Conference, that at his next appointment, the elec- 
tion of delegates to the Annual Conference will take 
place in each church. 

2. The pastor and class-leader shall superintend the 
election, but in case of the absence of one or both, the 
church shall appoint some person or persons to superin- 
tend the election in each church, by receiving the tick- 
ets of all the voters, who shall then count, seal, and 
transmit a full list of all the names of the voters, and 
the number of votes given to each person voted for, by 
some one appointed by the church, to the next Quar- 
terly Conference. There the returns shall be opened 
in Conference, counted by the chairman and Secretary, 
assisted by two laymen. The person or persons having 
the highest number of votes shall be declared duly elect- 
ed and furnished with certificates accordingly. 

In case of a tie, the members of the Quarterly Confer- 
ence shall decide the election by a majority of votes. 

3. Eligibility to vote in the several charges shall be as 
f ollows : 

For trustees — only members 21 years of age. For all 
other offices— all members. 

4. Eligibility to hold office: Trustees — men, 21 
years of age, and women sole femme. Delegates to 
Annual Conference — men 21 years of age. Church 
stewards— all members 16 years old. Class-leaders— 
all members 21 years old. Sabbath-school superinten- 
dents— all members 16 years old. 

5. The pastor shall forward to the secretary of the 
Annual Conference the certificates of election of the 
lay delegates from his charge, and the Secretary shall 
from these certificates make up the roll of lay members 

III. The Conference shall never appoint any man to 
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itinerate unless he expresses either verbally or by letter 
his willingness to labor in that capacity. 

IV. It shall be the duty of pastors and preachers to 
study and to urge upon all our members the necessity 
of studying our Discipline, and reading the official or- 
gans of our church. 

V. The Conference will not receive into membership 
or elect to elders’ orders any preacher or minister who 
dissents from any of the fundamental doctrines or ordi- 
nances of our church, as set forth in our articles of re- 
ligion. Nor shall any one be elected to elders’ orders 
who has not strictly complied with all the requirements 
of the Discipline. 

VI. When practicable, the ordination of our ministers 
shall take place on Sabbath, during the session of Con- 
ference. 

VII. The second article of the Constitution and the 
last clause of the first section of the detail Discipline, 
shall be understood to apply to seekers of religion only, 
and each church may admit to full membership persons 
applying on their profession of faith in Christ, and a 
knowledge of their sins forgiven. 

VIII. The President shall have no power during the 
recess of the Conference to appoint any minister or 
preacher to a circuit or station, without consulting said 
station or circuit or its authorities. 

IX. It shall require a majority of all votes of all the 
members present to constitute an election in the Annual 
Conference. 

X. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to furnish to 
each minister in the district, three months previous to 
the assembling of the Annual Conference, the follow- 
ing blanks :

The pastors are required to answer the] following 
questions as a part of their report to the Annual Con- 
ference: 

1. Have you filled all your appointments? 

2. Have you presented faithfully to each of your 
congregations the following general interests : 
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Foreign Missions? Home Missions? 

Ministerial Education? Church Extension? 

Conference Collection? 

3. Have you administered the ordinances as pre- 
scribed in the Discipline? 

4. Have your church registers been thoroughly exam- 
ined and revised? 

5. Have you examined the titles to all church proper- 
ty on your circuit or station? 

6. Have you faithfully endeavored to circulate our 

Discipline and official church organs? 

7. Have you been engaged in any secular business? 

XI. Each minister shall fill the above blanks and sta- 
tistics and present the same, as his report, to the Com- 
mittee on Official Character. 

XII. At the assembling of the Annual Conference, the 
President shall appoint a committee of five, styled the 
Committee on Official Character, to whom shall be sub- 
mitted that part of the pastor’s report consisting of 
inquiries concerning discharge of pastoral duties. And 
this committee shall as soon as possible render its re- 
port to the Conference. 

XIII. In case of the death of any of our ministers, it 
shall be the duty of the Committee on Pulpit Services at 
the succeeding Annual Conference to appoint an hour 
during that session for memorial services. 

XIV. It shall be the duty of the Board of Stewards 
when elected as prescribed in the Discipline, to immedi- 
ately organize by electing chairman, secretary and treas- 
urer; to solicit, receive and expend all funds coming 
regularly into their hands and to keep a full, complete 
and accurate register of all their proceedings, receipts, 
and expenditures. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 

I. Conference shall be opened by the President, or, in 
his absence, by the Secretary. 

II. The roll shall be called and when a quorum is 
present, the journal of the preceding day shall be read 
and any member may call for a reconsideration of any 
portion of the Minutes, provided he shall have voted 
for the action he wishes to reconsider. 

III. When any member wishes to speak, he shall rise 
from his seat and respectfully address the chair. 

IV. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the person entitled to the floor. 

V. All questions shall be submitted by the President, 
in this form : All who are in favor of the motion say 
aye; those of the contrary opinion, nay. Every mem- 
ber of the Conference shall vote on all questions of 
business relating to the Conference unless excused. 

VI. No member shall speak more than once on any 
question, until all who wish shall have spoken, and not 
longer than fifteen minutes at any time, except by the 
consent of the Conference. 

VII. Any motion, when seconded and stated by the 
President or read by the Secretary, shall be open for 
debate, before a vote be taken ; and when any question 
is under debate, no motion except one to amend, com- 
mit, or adjourn shall be in order; provided, a standing 
committee shall be in order to report at any time. 

VIII. The last motion, most distant time, and largest 
sum, shall be first in order. 

IX. Should any member appeal from the chair on a 
rule of order, the question shall be submitted to the 
Conference. 

X. No member shall withdraw during the business 
hours without leave from the President. 

XI. The President shall at all times preserve good 
order. 
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XII. The proceedings of the Conference shall be re- 
corded by the Secretary and signed by the President 
and Secretary. 

XIII. The Secretary shall keep all books, journals, 
records, and proceedings of the Conference and carry 
or transmit the same to the next session of the Annual 
Conference. 

XIV. The President shall previous to the adjourn- 
ment of each annual session, appoint some one of the 
ministers to preach the Conference Sermon at the suc- 
ceeding session. 
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
